Scale of Wages Is Reasonable 
United Mine Workers of America. 
Holding G@nvention and May De 
cite Om Gereral Strike 


Seranton, Pa. March 24—The miw- 
ers new have a sliding scale wage 
agreement With the operators, and if’ 
they do not want to lose the benefit of 
this they will tefew their present ar- 
rangement,” said A. F. Law, presi. 
dent of the Temple Iren Company, 
today. Mr. Law’s company is the 
most potent faetor in the opposi 
tion to the demands of the union 
miners in the anthracite region for a
